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Stella 'Queen of Dorchester' 
takes throne for third time 


DORCHESTER councillor Stella Jones has become the 
county town’s mayor for the third time. 

Mrs Jones was invested with the chain of office at a cer¬ 
emony in the Corn Exchange on Monday evening 
(May20th) watched by fellow councillors, friends and 
family. 

And it was the grandchildren who were first up the stairs 
for hugs with their grandmother once the formal cere¬ 
mony was over. 

Husband, Trevor, also a three times mayor of the town, 
jokingly raised his hand to vote against Stella taking on 
the role, equalling his record. 

Not surprisingly the retired Darners First School teacher 
is hoping to involve young people in shaping the future 
of the town during her year in office, including setting up 
a youth council. 

“Young people worked hard and responsively to set up 
the skate park in the town and there are many other as¬ 
pects of life here in which they could be involved,” she 
said. 

Mrs Jones also plans to help raise the profile of a num¬ 
ber of small charities whose work, she says, sometimes 
gets overlooked. 

Stella, a West Dorset District Councillor and town coun¬ 
cillor, has previously been mayoress to husband Trevor 
as well as mayor in her own right. She has been an east 
ward town councillor since 1973 and today serves on both 
the town and district council and has been a county coun¬ 
cillor in the past. 

Mr and Mrs Jones live in Syward Road and have four 
children and ten grandchildren - all of which travelled to

Dorchester to watch the Corn Exchange ceremony. 

Mrs Jones is a trustee of the Dorchester Community 
Nursery School and of HomeStart West Dorset and is in¬ 
volved with a number of other local organisations, many 
involving children. 

She told her audience that, according to official figures, 
Dorchester Town Council is one of the 40 most active 
councils in the country. 

She said that the town had changed since she was first 
elected in 1973 and was proud to have the Duchy’s 
Poundbury development and, more recently, Brewery 
Square - both of which she said had benefitted the town 
and helped Dorchester maintain its distinctiveness. 

“The growth has taken place gradually so that the town 
could absorb its extension and still maintain its identity 
and human scale. It is a lovely town and we need to do 
all we can to continue having a caring, inclusive com¬ 
munity, in which we can all share our good fortune in liv¬ 
ing here.” 

She said she was delighted that the district council had 
not included the Came area in the local plan for extra 
housing and pledged to continue to ensure that future de¬ 
velopments are “sensitive and appropriate”. 

Proposing Mrs Jones for office, Councillor Mollie Ren¬ 
nie said she was delighted to support someone who 
“knows the ropes” and who had helped many people in 
the town, over the years. 

She said she had heard one of Stella’s grandchildren ask 
if she was Queen of Dorchester. 


“To all the children she has helped, and will help, she 
is the Queen of Dorchester,” said Mrs Rennie. 

Seconder Susie Hosford said she has worked out that 
Stella’s combined service on town, district and county 
council amounted to 80 years of public service - her 40 
years on West Dorset District Council giving her the dis¬ 
tinction of being the longest serving, regularly elected 
councillor there. 

She said that despite the years her enthusiasm and com¬ 
mitment remained undiminished and she was confident 
that Mrs Jones would continue to champion causes and 
passionately safeguard the town. 

Tributes were also paid to Dorchester’s out-going 
mayor, Andy Canning, wife Mel and son James who be¬ 
tween then formed “team Canning” during the previous 
12 months to represent the town. 

James was the first teenager to help out as mayor’s con¬ 
sort for official engagements when his mother was unable 
to attend. 

Mr Canning said he’d had a memorable year, not only 
with the Olympics and Queen’s Jubilee celebrations, but 
in meeting countless individuals and organisations. 

He said: “I have met people from all sorts of back¬ 
grounds who do incredible work for the town...from a 
huge range of organisations who do a great deal of work 
to make Dorchester a better place to live.” 

He also paid tribute to mayor’s secretary Sue Cheese- 
man and town clerk Dennis Holmes, both attending their 
last mayor-making in an official capacity before retiring 
in June.

■ TELL us a bit about yourself. 

I was one of five children and brought up on a small¬ 
holding in Dorset. 

I went to school near Reading where anyone from the 
Westcountry was called 'farmer' This particular'farmer' 
joined the Royal Navy, serving in coastal fishery protec¬ 
tion vessels and in frigates, transferring to the RN Re¬ 
serve, as a Minesweeper'Jim'and a patrol craft skipper 
teaching coastal navigation out of Bristol. 

I was an HR Manager in BAE Space Division, Filton, and 
then set up my own technical recruitment and training 
business. In 2003 I was called back to Service, took the 
moths out of my uniform and worked on defence mat¬ 
ters relating to people and equipment across the three 
Services. 

■ HOW did you get into 
running Axminster Job Club? 

In 2009 there was a notice on a pew in our church about 
Axminster Churches Together wanting to start a job club. 

It was looking for volunteers so I went along to see 
what was going on and found myself with the job of job 
club officer. 

Although it means getting involved with virtually 
everything with the club, we are all volunteers operating 
under our chairman, Liz Lynn, who should take the credit 
for starting this. 

■ WHAT made you interested? 

When I was at BAE, if work dried up after a satellite was 
completed for launch, then staff were laid off. It was 
crazy really but that is what happened, so we put to¬ 
gether a job-search training package to help them find 
work until we took them on again. 

The Axminster Job Club operates with that package 
but brought up to date. Also, I knew what losing your 
job was like because I had previously been made redun¬ 
dant from Plessey in Poole when our children were very 
young. 

■ WHAT experience can you bring? 

It is about communicating with people and to under¬ 
stand their hopes and fears which we all share. It has also 



been very encouraging to see some of our visitors them¬ 
selves volunteering their own services to help others. 

That is what does it for me. Talking of the volunteers 
generally, it is really amazing what skill and resourceful¬ 
ness there is in Axminster, ordinary people we see in the 
street have something precious to offer. 

■ WHAT does the job club offer people? 

It has become an essential drop-in point if you are look¬ 
ing for work. It offers general 'soft skill'support in CV writ¬ 
ing, getting going in the market and interviews and 
there is also the 'internet-cafe' part of it. 

The Axminster Carpets redundancies really made us 
focus on our core business and we became a networking 
centre for various training agencies and the Government 
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Job Centre. 

The Job Club is currently working alongside providers 
of training in English, Maths, IT and is networked with 
other organisations as well such as ARC and CAB. 

■ TELL us about the job fair on May 30th. 

The idea has been in the back of people's minds and it 
was just going to happen when the town council offered 
the Guildhall for free. 

Backing has come in a big way from 'Pulman's View 
From Axminster'. The Job Centre in Honiton is dedicating 
a lot of time bringing in as many employers as they can. 

At the moment all is going according to plan. It will be 
a great all-day event and we hope to have job-related 
things happening such as training course'tasters', a CV 
clinic and employer-led sessions which we will publicise 
in the press when we know more. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy most about the job club? 

It's the people we meet and helping them to help them¬ 
selves. 

At some level, people tend to know what they want 
but sometimes need assistance in getting there. It is 
about keeping people on the'front foot', introducing a 
degree of realism and offering practical support. 

As volunteers we don't have all the answers but it can 
be very rewarding getting someone through a tough sit¬ 
uation like job loss. 

■ IF £500 could be spent on the local area, what 
would you like to see improved? 

I would give it to a voluntary organisation in Axminster 
that offers adventurous training for young people. What 
we need are imaginative volunteer organisations to set 
up and run active youth groups in the town. 

The local youth centre is run by the county council and 
minimally funded. 

Such organisations are inherently 'risk-adverse'in or¬ 
ganising much more than kick-about football. 

Charitable trusts exist out there which offer young 
people the opportunity to go away for a week and do 
something challenging like sailing or climbing at mini¬ 
mal cost. 

A viable model would be for voluntary youth organi¬ 
sations to be assisted by the relevant local authority with 
the offer of conducting risk assessments on proposed 
adventurous training plans. But no direct funding please.

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Campaigners win fight to stop development 


CAMPAIGNERS have won their fight against develop¬ 
ing outside the Dorchester bypass line close to an Area 
Of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

West Dorset councillors agreed on changes to the draft 
Local Plan, which will now exclude housing sites to the 
south east of Dorchester; Hollymoor Lane in Beaminster 
and a site at Barton Larm, Sherborne. 

The plan now includes a housing supply for 17 to 18 
years, rather than 20 years as previously stated. A review 
of the Local Plan will be carried out in four to five years 
time. 

The West Dorset, Weymouth & Portland Local Plan 
will now be submitted to the planning inspector for in¬ 
dependent examination, before it can be formally 
adopted. 

West Dorset District Council has involved the public in 
drawing up the plans through a series of events and con¬ 
sultations. This included an open invitation to all resi¬ 
dents to work together to put forward ideas for the draft 
plan, which was then published in June 2012. 

Most recently the council invited the public to comment 
on alternative proposals as part of a consultation across 
January, Lebruary and March 2013. 

Drop-in sessions at Dorchester, Crossways, Sherborne

and Beaminster gave residents the opportunity to talk to 
the council about the alternative proposals and submit 
comments. 

The district council received around 2,100 responses 
from individuals and organisations in the 2013 consulta¬ 
tion, and more than 900 from the consultation in June and 
July 2012. 

The new local plan, which the inspector will now de¬ 
cide on will include land for around: 

• 500 homes and 3.5 hectares of employment land at 
Crossways 

• 850 homes to form the Chickerell Urban Extension 

• 760 homes at Vearse Larm, Bridport 

• 120 homes at the land north of Broadwindsor Road, 
Beaminster 

A further planning application would need to be sub¬ 
mitted by a developer before any of the developments 
could take place. This would need to be approved by the 


district council. 

Councillor Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “I would like to thank everyone who 
submitted their comments during every consultation pe¬ 
riod. 

“The district council has taken all views into account 
and made the appropriate alterations to the Local Plan. 

The Local Plan sets out a long term planning strategy 
to meet future housing, employment and leisure needs in 
the area. 

It covers important issues like where housing could be 
built, how the economy can be boosted and what infra¬ 
structure, like schools and play areas, may be needed. 

It also looks at how climate change can be tackled, the 
environment protected and how future developments can 
be made more sustainable. 

The councils have worked out how much additional 
housing is required in the area from projected population 
figures based on findings from the 2011 Census. This 
means any land allocated for development that is re¬ 
moved or reduced from the Local Plan would need to be 
replaced. 

The Local Plan could be adopted as soon as Lebruary 
2014. 


Rock star to speak at badger cull meeting 


QUEEN musician and 
animal rights campaigner 
Brian May will take to 
the stage in Dorchester 
on Lriday to oppose Gov¬ 
ernment’s plans to have 
Dorset as a reserve area 
for badger culling. 

Pilot culls in West 
Somerset and Glouces¬ 
tershire have been agreed 
and will go ahead from 
June after being delayed 
in the autumn. 

If there are problems 
with either area a reserve 
site will be used in 
Dorset, allowing badgers 
to be shot in the open 
without needing to be 
trapped first. 

Campaigners say that 
culling badgers is not 
justified and have at¬ 
tacked claims from sci¬ 
entific advisers to the 
Government that the 
creatures are linked to 
the spread of bovine tu¬ 
berculosis in cattle herds. 

Those opposing the 
cull, including Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, say that a 


programme of vaccinat¬ 
ing wild badgers should 
be tried first. The trust is 
trying to raise enough 
money to vaccinate all 
the badgers it has on re¬ 
serves owned, or man¬ 
aged, by the trust across 
the county. 

“Dorset Wildlife Trust 
recognises the hardship 
that it causes in the farm¬ 
ing community and the 
need to find the right 
mechanisms to control 
the disease... An in¬ 
jectable badger BCG 
vaccine has recently be¬ 
come available, and there 
is an urgent need for 
more data on its practical 
use in the field. 

“BCG vaccination of 
badgers could be an im¬ 
portant component of a 
comprehensive pro¬ 
gramme of measures to 
reduce the prevalence, 
incidence and spread of 
bTB; so we have decided 
to initiate a five-year pro¬ 
gramme of badger vacci¬ 
nation on some of our 
nature reserves. This will 
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contribute to the local 
control of bTB in cattle 
by creating immunity in 
a population of Dorset 
badgers, thus supporting 
local farmers whilst pro¬ 
tecting badgers,” said a 
statement on the DWT 
website. 

The RSPCA, which op¬ 
poses the cull, said it 
wanted to help fund vac¬ 
cination and is backing 
the Dorchester meeting 
in the Corn Exchange 
this Lriday, May 24th at 
7pm. 

The Badger culls were 


postponed in the autumn, 
when it became known 
that the number of badg¬ 
ers in the pilot areas had 
been underestimated. 

New targets allow 
farmers to shoot up to 
5,000 badgers in West 
Gloucestershire and West 
Somerset over a six- 
week period starting on 
June 1st. 

The Government has 
commissioned a national 
survey of badgers which 
is expected to report in 
July or August. 

Other speakers at the 


Dorchester meeting in¬ 
clude Gavin Grant, chief 
executive of the RSPCA 
who says that studies into 
a cull found it would not 
have a major impact on 
the spread of TB. 

“We obviously need to 
do something but we 
have to do the right 
thing, the cull is wrong. 
So if not culling, then 
what? The answer is vac¬ 
cination,” he said. 

“The RSPCA, working 
with others has put to¬ 
gether a costed, practical, 
working programme to 


vaccinate the badgers of 
the two pilot cull zones. 

“We’re ready to put our 
effort behind a funded 
programme if the gov¬ 
ernment will match it. 
We’ll also try and put the 
people on the ground to 
make sure it goes ahead.” 

Also taking to the plat¬ 
form will be Mark Jones, 
vet’ and managing direc¬ 
tor of the Humane Soci¬ 
ety, and Steve Jones, a 
retired dairy farmer and 
leader of the “Not in this 
Parmer’s Name” cam¬ 
paign group.

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Shire Hall bid for 
lottery funding 

A £1.1 MILLION bid is being made to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund to help transform Dorchester's Shire 
Hall into heritage centre. 

If successful the centre, based around theTolpud- 
dle Martyrs court, is likely to be run by the county 
museum. It will also provide a new home for the 
tourist information centre. 

West Dorset District Council has set aside £100,000 
to draw-up the bid from the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
which approved an initial first round application ear¬ 
lier this year. 

The project, if it goes ahead, will transform the 
Grade I listed Shire Hall, which includes the old 
crown court and cells, into a visitor centre with high 
quality exhibitions and educational resources. 

Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, said: "This is a good decision as it paves the way 
for the Shire Hall to become an important visitor at¬ 
traction and the centrepiece of Dorchester's heritage 
quarter. 

"The Shire Hall is a fascinating building with a 
unique history. Visitors will be able to tread in the 
footsteps of theTolpuddle Martyrs and see the sights 
that would have greeted them. 

"I am very pleased that we are doing all we can to 
safeguard our county town's unique history and at¬ 
tract more visitors. This will benefit our local econ¬ 
omy and we will also be creating something 
Dorchester can be proud of for generations to come." 

The council's Executive Committee decided to ear¬ 
mark the money so a detailed bid, covering con¬ 
struction, conservation matters and the production 
of exhibition materials, can be submitted next 
spring. The district council also earlier pledged to 
contribute £1 million to help make the project a re¬ 
ality. 

The old crown court is famous for the trial of the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs in 1834. Author Thomas Hardy 
also sat there as a magistrate. 

Local people will be asked for their views while 
talks continue with other interested groups, includ¬ 
ing the Trades Union Congress and the Thomas 
Hardy Sociey. 

The district council has owned Shire Hall in High 
West Street since 1974.

SPENCER Flower has been 
elected as the new leader of Dorset 
County Council. 

The appointment was made last 
Thursday (May 16th) at the coun¬ 
cil’s first meeting since the county 
elections earlier this month. 

Councillor Flower, who repre¬ 
sents Verwood and Three-Legged 
Cross, has been a county council¬ 
lor since 2005 and the cabinet 
member for corporate resources 
since 2009. 

He is currently the leader of East 
Dorset District Council but will 
step down from the role in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Councillor Flower takes over 
from Angus Campbell, who 
stepped down as leader of the 
county council after almost seven 
years in the role. 

Mr Campbell, who represented 
Hambledon, did not stand for re- 
election on May 2nd. West Dorset 
Dsitrict Council leader and Sher¬ 
borne division councillor, Robert 
Gould, will be deputy leader. 

Councillor Flower said: “It is a 
great honour and privilege to have 
been elected as leader of the coun¬ 
cil today. 

“Over the next four years we will 
be faced with an uncertain and un¬ 
precedented financial outlook, as 
government grant settlements con¬ 
tinue to be reduced. However, I’m 
looking forward to meeting the 
challenges this will bring with the 
help and support of my colleague 
members and officers.”

Conservatives make up the ma¬ 
jority group on the new-look coun¬ 
cil, with 27 seats. The Liberal 
Democrats have 12, Labour 5 and 
UKIP 1. In total, there are 18 new 
faces on the council. 

At their first meeting in county 
hall, Dorchester, members also 
agreed the following cabinet roles 
and responsibilities: Corporate re¬ 
sources - Robert Gould; Environ¬ 
ment - Hilary Cox; Education and 
communications - Toni Coombs; 
Children’s safeguarding, and fam¬ 
ilies - Rebecca Knox; Adult social 
care - Jill Haynes; Public health 
and community services - Peter 
Finney; John Wilson will continue 
as chairman of the council, while 
Andrew Cattaway was elected as 
vice-chairman. 



Councillor Wilson said: “I am 
deeply honoured to have been 
elected once again to serve a fifth 
year as chairman of Dorset County 
Council. It was most gratifying 
that the appointment was the result 
of a unanimous vote of the council, 
so my position clearly enjoys 
cross-party support.” 

Membership of the various coun¬ 
cil committees, including chair¬ 
men and vice-chairmen, was also 
agreed. 

Janet Dover will continue as 
leader of the Liberal Democrat 
group, while Mike Byatt is the 
leader of the Labour group.

Hospice offers support and 
advice on preparing for death

WELDMAR Hospicecare 
Trust is urging people to 
prepare for their own 
deaths. 

The hospice service has 
been taking part in a na¬ 
tional week with the 
theme: “Dying Matters: Be 
Ready for it”. 

The Dorchester-based 
Trust say research commis¬ 
sioned by the Dying Mat¬ 
ters Coalition shows that 
less than a third of people 
have discussed their 
wishes around dying. The 
Coalition has identified 
five key actions everyone 
can take to make sure their 
dying wishes are met. 

They are: write a will, 
record your funeral wishes, 
consider what care and 
support you would like if 
you were dying, consider 
registering as an organ 
donor, and discuss your 
wishes with your loved 
ones. 

Weldmar has been in¬ 
volved in a Dorset-wide 
group concerned with 
dying matters called 
Dorset Compassionate 
Communities. This is a 
group of individuals and 
organisations who work 
across the county to offer 
support at the time of 
dying and in bereavement 
and also to encourage more 


discussion of death and 
dying. 

Following the start of the 
group in 2011, Weldmar, is 
taking the lead in develop¬ 
ing Dorset Compassionate 
Communities. The aim of 
all the members is to im¬ 
prove the quality of life for 
people who are entering 
the end stages of life and 
to support their families. 

Terri White, Education 


Nurse Facilitator at Weld¬ 
mar, who is leading the 
Compassionate Communi¬ 
ties said: “I am delighted 
to be taking this project 
forward to help ensure all 
people in Dorset are aware 
of how to find help and 
support at the most diffi¬ 
cult time of their lives and 
also to feel able to have 
those conversations with 
their loved ones about 


their end of life wishes.” 

During Dying Matters 
Awareness Week, on Tues¬ 
day, May 14th, Weldmar 
held an information event 
for carers at Joseph Weld 
Hospice. 

Seventeen people at¬ 
tended to hear a talk from 
a solicitor about Wills and 
Powers of Attorney, as 
well as talks from Weld¬ 
mar professional staff. 


More volunteers needed 
for child contact centre 

DORCHESTER’S Child Contact Centre continues to run 
at full capacity, according to chairman The Reverend 
Paul Arnold. 

The Charles Street centre, which is run by volunteers, 
was set up to allow children contact with adults from 
whom they have been separated. 

The group’s annual meeting heard that centre staff deal 
with at least six families per session - despite a cut in 
grant from the Children and Family Court Advisory and 
Support Service. 

“We are grateful to donations from local organisations 
and other grant-making bodies, but must continue to ex¬ 
plore ways of raising the necessary funds to ensure the 
Centre remains financially viable in the future,” said Mr 
Arnold. 

He also expressed concern about changes to funding in 
the justice system and how that might increase the num¬ 
ber of people referring themselves to the centre, rather 
than being referred by the courts. 

“This will mean a more demanding process of assess¬ 
ment by our co-ordinator and potentially less support 
from a case manager, like a solicitor, when difficulties or 
disputes arise. We are concerned by these changes and 
will monitor how they changes affect our practice in the 
coming year.” 

He paid tribute to volunteers and management commit¬ 
tee members who give their time to keep the centre open 
- and praised Peter Mann who served as secretary for ten 
years since the establishment of the centre in 2002. 

Alison Cocks has now taken over the role. 

Mr Arnold said that the team of volunteers would ben¬ 
efit from a boost in numbers in the year ahead and asks 
potential volunteers to contact co-ordinator Brenda 
Blackler on 01305 265914. 

“We are fortunate to have such a good team, but we 
need more to join us. Many of our present volunteers 
have given their time over the last ten years and would 
welcome new people to bring new ideas and skills,” said 
Mrs Blackler. 

The annual meeting heard that the occasion was the last 
for The Reverend Paul Arnold and Jean Arnold, who has 
been the centre’s safeguarding trainer. The couple will be 
leaving Dorchester in the summer to take up a new ap¬ 
pointment in Gillingham.

Summer is here! 

First cygnet hatches at swannery 



■ THE first cygnet of 2013 


HUNDREDS of cygnets 
are beginning to hatch at 
Abbotsbury Swannery 
after the first baby swan 
was born at 7.45am on 
May 16th. 

Local legend has it that 
the first hatching marks 
the start of summer. 

The swannery is the 
only places in the world 
where visitors can walk 
every day through a 
colony of mute swans, 
see cygnets hatching and 
participate in mass feed¬ 
ings at 12noon and 4pm. 

Swan-herds noticed the 
first signs of hatching 
when a mother swan be¬ 
came restless and began 
hovering over the nest, to 
allow the emerging 
cygnet more room to 
peck its way out of the 

egg- 

The swan had just been 
bereaved after her mate 
died in a territorial dis¬ 
pute, but following the 
death Swan-herds were 
astonished to see a neigh¬ 
bouring cob (male swan) 
swimming downstream 
and adopting her eggs as 
his own. 

This is highly unusual 


behaviour, according to 
deputy Swan-herd Steve 
Groves. 

He said: “She was left 
on her own, and this cob 
was in the next territory 
and had no mate. Re¬ 
markably, he came down 


the stream and they 
paired up. Even though 
he is not the father of 
these eggs, he is behav¬ 
ing like he is, which is 
very odd.” 

He added: “I have not 
seen anything like this in 


nearly 25 years of work¬ 
ing at Abbotsbury Swan¬ 
nery.” 

Given that swans mate 
for life, it is thought the 
pair will stay together, 
fathering the male’s 
cygnets next year.

Mr Underhill added:

the budget cuts the force 
is facing and I stressed 
the need to re-address 
the funding formula for 
Dorset. 

“The Minister has also 
agreed that Police and 
Crime Commissioners 
will be involved in the 
Police Funding Review 
Body. 

“This is welcome 
news. It is crucial that 
Dorset is given fair rep¬ 
resentation.” 

It is the first time that 
the Minister for Policing 
and Criminal Justice 
Damien Green has held 
a joint meeting with a 
Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner and Chief 
Constable from the same 
force area. 

Mr Underhill said: “It 
is evidence of the good 
working relationship 
that the Chief and I have 
developed. 

“Whilst, I am the 
check and balance on 
the force, the Chief and 
I are strong leaders who 
share the same vision 
that by working to¬ 
gether, we can create a 
safer Dorset.” 


Police save £500,000 
by joining air service 

■ DORSET Police will continue to provide a 
policing service from the air - after signing up to 
the National Police Air Service (NPAS). 

Dorset Police and Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for Dorset, Martyn Underhill, have negoti¬ 
ated with the Police National Air Service for the 
provision of air support to Dorset Police, replacing 
the force owned service. 

The national service is a collaborative agreement 
involving all 43 police forces in England and 
Wales and will go live on July 3rd. 

The final agreement has been achieved after sev¬ 
eral months of negotiations - and will see the cost 
of air support to Dorset residents reduce by more 
than £500,000 a year - while simultaneously im¬ 
proving coverage, availability and response times. 

Effective air support is critical to Dorset Police 
and often provides the only tactical option to ad¬ 
dress major incidents, ranging from locating vul¬ 
nerable missing people through to assisting in the 
tracking and apprehension of armed criminals. 

The national service will also take responsibility 
for any future replacement helicopters, the cost of 
which would exceed £4million and would other¬ 
wise have to be met by local taxpayers. 

In future, Dorset will benefit from the services of 
two helicopters, one covering the west of the force 
area and the second covering the east. 

The current force helicopter, based at force head¬ 
quarters in Winfrith, will initially continue to op¬ 
erate from that site while the national team are 
investigating a number of alternatives for its per¬ 
manent operating location. 

It will be tasked to attend incidents by the na¬ 
tional dedicated centre, with agreed criteria for de¬ 
ployment. 

As well as attending incidents in Dorset, it will 
also attend jobs in surrounding counties.

Boost your bedrooms... 

ONE of the best ways to make your home more 
suited to your needs, especially if you have a growing 
family or want to work from home, is to add a bed¬ 
room. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also put 
your home in a different price bracket if and when 
you come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra bedroom 
is upstairs, with all the others, and sometimes it's 
possible to use the space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the front 
of the house, you may be able to divide it in two, as 
long as each room has its own, separate window. 
This may not be as satisfactory as adding space, but 
it can work well if your home's big enough and 
you're on a limited budget. 

If rejigging the existing space isn't an option, con¬ 
sider converting the loft into a bedroom or bedrooms 
instead. If you can also fit a bathroom or shower 
room up there, and built-in storage, you've created 
the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are ones 
with skylights (eaves conversions), as the line of the 
roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal if the loft 
has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable space 
inside is often necessary, which means a (more ex¬ 
pensive and complicated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference to 
how useable the space is - some lofts don't have 
enough head height to make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceilings in the rooms 
below. This is a big and expensive job and won't be 
practical if the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase up 
to the loft on the floor below and if this means losing 
a bedroom, you may not gain much by converting 
the loft. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably a 
bathroom or shower room next to it, can work bet¬ 
ter, providing your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add 
kitchen, dining and living space, but they can in¬ 
clude bedrooms. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting your 
home's garage (or outbuildings) into one. If the 
garage is mostly used for storage and the stuff can 
be stored elsewhere, the garage may be more useful 
and valuable as a bedroom, as long as it's converted 
properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a bed¬ 
room on top of the garage, if there's space to build 
above it and for a new corridor on the first floor.

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Blake finally 
beats rival 

DORCHESTER'S Paul Blake was absolutely delighted 
this week having beaten one of his Russian archrivals 
for the first time over 800m. 

Blake beat former world record holder and 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Gold medallist Artem Arefyev in the Nelli Cooman 
Games in Stadskanaal, on Sunday, winning by almost 
eight seconds in a time of 2:09:41. 

Arefyev had taken silver in the 2012 London Para¬ 
lympics last summer just ahead of the 23-year-old 
Blake who won the bronze, and it looked like the 
trend would continue when the Russian beat him in 
Groningen four days earlier in the second of the IWAS 
Series of races held in the Netherlands. 

However a change of tactics saw the affable Blake 
streak home and give him a huge psychological 
boost. 

Talking exclusively to View Sport he said: "I am ob¬ 
viously delighted to have finally beaten Artem over 
800m. 

"Going into the races I was troubled by a problem in 
my right calf and thought I might have to withdraw. 
I had been doing some tough training schedules and 
I just felt it playing up a bit. 

"Fortunately we had a couple of days free before the 
first race, a 400m in Emmeloord which helped, and 
although it wasn't a great performance, and the com¬ 
petition wasn't hot, I finished second to a T46 athlete, 
but won my T36 category in a time of 56 seconds. 

"We moved on to Groningen last Wednesday. I de¬ 
cided to sit in behind from the start, as did Arefyev, 
but it was too slow, around 70 seconds, and so I de¬ 
cided to kick on with a lap to go. 

"I opened a up a gap of around 40 metres, but 
slowly Artem ran me down and with 20 metres to go 
we were shoulder to shoulder. He is a bigger, stronger 
athlete than me however, and he got me on the dip, 
winning in 2:11:41 with me on 2:11.91." 

In the third meeting at Stadskanaal, Blake changed 
his tactics and decided to take charge of the race from 
the start. 

"Artem has a lot of endurance but doesn't have the 
speed that I do, and so I decided to take it out from 
the gun. 

"I soon established a good lead and won by around 
50 metres in a time of 2:09:41, some eight seconds 
clear of Arefyev and 2.5 seconds quicker than in 
Groningen. 

"As this was my first races back since the Para¬ 
lympics I was absolutely delighted with my times, and 
am confident that I can better my PB's this year." 

Blake's next race is the German Championships in 
Berlin starting June 14th where he will be competing 
in the 200m and 400m.
